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WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 
agriculture department gav e its 
far-flung AAA field serv ice the 
word today to “resume opera­ 
tions” in signing up farmers to 
carry out its $26 5,000,000 soil con­ 
serv ation program for 19 47 . 
Under the agricultural adjust­ 
ment agency program, farmers re­ 
ceiv e cash and materials—prin- j 
cipally lime and fertilizers — for 
carry ing out approv ed soil and 
water conserv ation practices. With 
its set-up of more than 100,000 
farmer committeemen, the project 
was inaugurated in the early day s 
of the New Deal. 
It was halted 
two months ago when the house 
v oted to appropriate only $16 5,- I 
000.000 for it this y ear .and to end 
it althogcther nex t y ear. 
Keep Present Staffs. 
The AAA had worked out a 
$300,000,000 program and Presi­ 
dent Truman had recommended 
that amount in his budget report 
to congress. 
Congress 
finally v oted 
$26 5.- 
000,000 for this y ear. 
Although 
this is lower than the sum asked, 
the soil program is being resumed 
on the same basis as originally 
planned. Officials say most of the 
country AAA officers will be able 
to keep present staffs. Under the 
appropriation bill first passed by 
the house, they faced sharp cur­ 
tailment.

W A S H I N G T O N — (AP) — 
Chairman Butler (R-Neb) of the 
senate public lands committee said 
today he believ ed the Klamath 
Indians of Oregon should be giv en 
the $2.29 8 .47 2 they hav e in the 
federal treasury so the United 
States can stop pay ing interest 
on it. 
Butler and other members of 
the senate subcommittee on In­ 
dian affairs will hold hearings in 
Klamath falls nex t month on leg­ 
islation to liq uidate the tribe and 
giv e its 1,527 members citizenship. 
The senator said in discussing 
the situation with his staff that 
he believ ed the “money should be 
giv en to the people who own it” 
and said if the committee ap­ 
prov ed the bill to giv e the tribe 
citizenship and let them handle 
their own affairs it would be a 
forerunner for 10 tribes which art 
in the same status. 
The subcommittee headed by 
Sen. Watkins (R-Utah) also will 
hold hearings on a bill introduced 
by Rep. Stockman (R-Ore) which 
prov ides that each enrolled m em ­ 
ber of the tribe would be credited 
with $500 from the tribal reserv e 
fund. 
The money could be used for 
the purchase or improv ement of 
land, construction of homes, pur­ 
chase of household eq uipment, re­ 
pay ment of loans from the gov ­ 
ernment, purchase of feed, repair 
of farm eq uipment and purchase 
of other necessary eq uipment. It 
prov ides that during minority the 
share of each minor Indian would 
be used solely for his education. 
The measure prov ides that hon­ 
orably discharged w ar v eterans of 
the tribe shall receiv e $200 in 
cash, free from all restrictions.

But what kind o f rules are being 
asked fo r? Twenty -eight o f them 
wo uld co mpel railro ads to pay mo re 
mo ney fo r the same» o r less wo rk; 
7 wo uld require a dditio na l and 
unnecessary men to d o the sa me 
wo rk; the rest wo uld bring abo ut 
changes in o perating practices at 
increased co st. 


Fo r Insta nce: 


The Union leaders demand additional train 
and engine crews on Diesel-powered trains 
—one full crew for every power unit in the 
locomotive. A freight train hauled by a 
4-unit Diesel would have to carry 4 engi­ 
neers, 4 firemen, 4 conductors, and at least 
8 brakemen, or a total of 20 men instead 
of 5.

Tlie Union leaders demand that full-length 
freight trains be cut to about half their 
length, even though such trains are most 
efficient for low-cost service to y ou.

present basic day for passenger conductors 
and trainmen be reduced from 150 to 100 
miles, which would have the effect of in­ 
creasing their pay 50%. Such a run often 
takes only two or three hours!

Demands like these are against the 
interests o f the who le American 
peo ple, who depend o n railro ad 
serv ice fo r nearly ev ery thing they 
eat, wear and use. 


These rules would cost a b i l l i o n dol l ar s 
annually —a gigantic waste which neither 
the railroads nor the country can afford. 
Railroad workers are good citizens and 
good employ es, with pride in their call­ 
ing. Their record during the war was out­ 
standing. We do not believe they fully 
understand the “featherbed” rules which 
the Union leaders are demanding. We do 
not believe they understand the harmful 
results which these rules would have to 
the railroad industry , to the millions of 
men and women dependent on railroads 
for their livelihood, and to the shipping 
and consuming public.
